2. Tine following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art(s) of 
record does not disclose alone or in combination distinguisliing an actuator force applied to a 
closure by an actuator and an acceleration force applied to a closure by an external acceleration 
and where at least one output distinguishes as actuator force applied to the closure b^the 
actuator and acceleration force applied to the closure by an external acceleration as two 
separate values as disclosed in the claims and specification. Tanaka [931] uses two sensors, 
one to detect a pinch at the top portion of a window and one to detect a pinch at a sloped 
portion of the window and neither sensor output corresponds to an external acceleration.
